The inepection regarding the militery training course of the Youth 
School in each regimental district (in Norea and Formosa the military affairs 
district; and in Ewantung Province, Manchukuo or in China, the district con- 
veniently decided by the Army, commander in the lower column according to 
the area in the upper column of the 18lst article of the Military Service 
Act Enforcement Regulation; and so forth) will be put in charge of a number 
of youth military training insvectorr. 


Article 5 


The Givision commander or army commender will command and supervise 
the inspection regarding the military training course in the division adminis- 
trative district concerned, (In the case of militervy commanders in the lower 
column of the Article 181 of the Military Service Act Enforcement Regulation, 
it refers to the districts mentioned in the unper column, ané so forth.) 


Article 8 


The division commender or army commander will confer with the local 
fovernore (in Saghalien, the governor of Saghelien; in Korea, the sovernor- 
general of Korea; in Formosa, the governor-general of Formosa; in Kwantung 
Province, the fovernor of Kwantung Frovince; in Manchu’mo, the Ambassacor 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to Manchulmo; in China, consuls (this means 
consul prescribed in Article 19 of the Law No. 70 in the 30th year of Meiji, 
ané so forth) as to the time of the insvection of the military training course, 


The division commander or the commander-in-chief of the Formosan or 
the Kwantung Army will inform the result of the above mentioned conference 
end the name and rani of the Youth Military Training Inenectors to the con- 
meander of the regimental district, (In Korea and Formosa, the chief of the 
Militery Affairs Secvsion; in Kwantunge Province and Manchakuo, the versonnel 
Cesignated by the ccommander-in-chief of the Kwantung Army, and so forth.) 
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Article 9 


The commander of the regimental district or the army supreme commander 
in China (this refers to the pereonnel in the lower column of the Article 181 
of the Military Service Act 2nforcement Regulation, and co forth) will confer, 
if necessary, with the governors of "do", "shu" or "cho", administrators (in 
the case of schools established by province, prefecture, principals; in the 
case of private schools, the founder or his agent and so forth) or principals, 
(excepting the principals of the schools established by province or prefec- 
ture) regarding the Gesignation of the inspection place and making of the pro-~ 
gram of the inspection of the Youth Military Training. 


Article 10 


The commander of regimental district or the army supreme. commander 
in China will cecide upon the Yough School which will be placed in charge of 
the Youth Military Trainine Insveciors, the date and Place for the inspec- 
tion and will notify the local governor, vrovincial governor, prefectural 
fovernor and the governor of "cho" and the Youth Military Training Inspectors 
about it, about °O days prior to the inspection day, Eowever, the commander 
of regimental district musc obtain approvel of the division commander or the 
commander-in-chief of the Kwantung or Tormosan Army before issuing the above 
notice, 


Article 12 


"(In the case of the school established by province or prefecture, 
principal; in the case of private school, the founder or his agent)" and 
"(excepting the principals of the schools established by province and pre- 
fecture)" will be droped, 


Article 1¢ 


"(excepting the commanders of the 19th and the 20th divisions)" will 
be replaced by (or fhe commander-in-chief of the Formosan or the Kwantune Arny.)

Ex€orpt from the Yar Ministry Ordinance No. 3 issued on 13 August 1935, the 
regulation regarding the Inspection of Military Training Course in the Youth 
School. 


Artiéle 3: The Givision commender or the army commander (excepting the 
commander~in-chief of the Korean Army) will appoint the Youth/ Military Train- 
ing Insvector from among his subordinate officers, However, the division 
commander or the military commander is able to appoint officers who are not 
uncer his command as Youth Military Inspectors, upon consulting the commander 
of the unit to which the said officers belong. 
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e4; The inspection regarcing the military training course of the 
Youth Scheol in ench regiment2l district (in Korea, Forsiosa, Kwantung Pro- 
vince, Manchukuo cr China, the ¢istrict conveniently decided by the division 
commander or army commander in the lower column according to the area in the 
up er column of the 181 Article of the Military Service Act Mnforcement Regu- 
lation, and so forth) will be placed in charge of a number of Youth Military 
Training Inepectors. 


Article 5: The division commander or army commander will command and supervise 
the inspection regarding the military training course in the division adminis— 
trative district concerned (In the case of the commander of the 12th division, 
Shanghai and Hankow will be added to the district concerned, In the case of 
the commanders of division in the lover colum of the Article 181 of the Mili- 
tary Service Enforcement Act (extepting the commander of the 12th division) 

or the army commander, it refers resnectively to the district in the upper 
column, and so forth). 


Article 8: The division commander or the army commander will confer with 

the local governors (In Korea, the governor-general of Korea; in Formosa, the 
governor—general of Forgosa; in the Kwantung Province, the governor of Kwan- 
tung Province; in the South Manchurian Railway Zone, the Ambassador Extraordin- 
ary and Plenipotentiary to Manchulmo; in Saghalien, the governor of Saghalien, 
in Manchukno (excluding the South Manchurian Railway Zone) and China, consuls, 
(This refers to consuls vrescribed in Article 19 of the Law No, 70 in the 3th 
year of Meiji) as to the time of the inepection regarding the military training 
course, 


The division commander (excepting the commanders of the 19th and the 
20th divisions) will notify the result of the above mentioned conference, and 
the name and rank of Youth Military Training Inevectors to the commander of 
the regimental district. 


Article 9: The regimental commander, the commanders of the 19th and 20th 
¢Civisions or the army commander will confer, if necessary, with the chief 

of branch offiee of the (cho) government, administrator, principal, founder, 
provincial governors of "do" or "shu" or "cho", regarding the designation of 
the inspection place, and making of the program of the inspection of the 
Youth Military Training. 


Article 10: The commander of regimental district, the commanders of the 19th 
and 20th divisions or the army commander will deci¢e upon the Yout> School 

which will be put in charge of the Yovth Military Training Insvectors, the 

date and place for the inspection, and will notify the local governor, governors 
of "do" or "shu" or "cho" and the Youth Military Traini-g Inspectors about 320 
Cays prior to the insnection day, Fowever, the ccimandor of regimental dis— 
trict must obtain anprovel of the division commeancer before issuing the above 
notice, 
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Article 12: When the Youth Militery Training I,epector made an insvection 
regarding the military treining course, he will clive an adéress to tho princi- 
pel (excepting the princival of the school estadlished by province or prefec- 
ture) or the heed of the Youth Training Institute and instructors, assistant 
inetructors anc leaders who take charge of the Military Training Course in 
presence of the sCminietretors of that Youth School (Princinal, if the School 
is estaclished by province or nrefecture, and if it is a privete school, the 
founder or his »zent.) 


Article 14; The division commander or the erm commander will send a copvy 

of the above ~evort to the local governor, governor of "do", "shu" or "cho! 
under whose administration the Yout’ School concerned belones, and the divie 
rion commander (excepting the commanders of the 1°th and tho 20th divisions) © 
will give another copy to the commander of the regimental district where the 
Youth School concerned is located,
